Bishop Joyce’s life was full of great ac- 
complishments and events including: writing a 
column for the Vermont Catholic Tribune as 
well as attending Vatican II and participating 
in a series of meetings that discussed the future 
of the church in 1962. 

He was the first Catholic clergyman ap- 
pointed as a trustee for UVM. He received hon- 
orary degrees from UVM, in 1955, St. Michael’s 
College, in 1956 and Norwich University in 
1957. In 1971 he was named Citizen of the Year 
by the State Chamber of Commerce. 

Bishop Joyce was involved within the 
St. Michael’s community by presiding at com- 
mencement ceremonies , as well as a regular 
guest speaker at the college from 1950-1960. 

In 1962 the student residence, Joyce Hall, was 
named after him. 

“He was a big supporter of the Catholic 
Mission higher education and of campus minis- 
try,” Cronogue said. “ He was quite respected.” 

“The Bishop was a person very dedi- 
cated to the people of his diocese,” Mahoney 
added. “ He had a vision that was much broader 
than of catholicism. He was concerned about all 
people, no matter what their religion.” 

“He was a man, that even through his 
declining health and older years, who managed

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Buono Gives A Somber Start To Year

Well, who would believe that it is September already. I’m glad to be back and 
I'm looking forward to what promises to be a great year at SMC. 

For my first article this year I wanted to write something humorous, but I’ve 
decided on something serious. I hope that you will forgive me if I seem a bit 
morose at this usually upbeat time of year, but I believe this is an important 
topic. 

Rape. It happens here at SMC. I know of four girls who have been raped in 
the past two years. Thisis not a problem unique to SMC. A 1987 survey of 6,000 
students at 32 colleges and universities found that in the preceding year, one 
of every six females was the victim of a rape or an attempted rape and one of 
every 15 males admitted to raping or attempting to rape. If this rate was 
applied to SMC there would be about 150 rapes and attempted rapes and 60 
confessed rapists on campus last year alone. That’s scary. 

What also is scary is that according to another survey 84 percent of rape vic- 
tims knew their attacker and 57 percent of these attacks took place on dates. 
Alcohol was involved in about 55 percent of rapes. Only about five percent of 
the rapes in the survey were reported to the police while almost half the girls 
(42 percent) told no one at all. But this is not the end of the story, the most 
shocking statistic of all is 84 percent of rapists in the survey believed that their 
actions were “definately not rape.” 

So, what is rape? (Apparently too many people are not sure of this.) Rape is 
usually considered to be sexual intercourse against the will of the victim. Ac- 
cording to Vermont State Law and the SMC Student Guide and Code it is 
sexual intercourse without consent. This applies to cases where the victim is 
intoxicated, held down, or beaten and gives no regard to the attacker being a 
friend or stranger. Boyfriends can rape just the same as, and be punished just 
as severly as, some psycho hiding in a dark alley. At college 84 percent of rapes 
are acquaintance rapes. A 1985 survey also reported a disturbingly high occur- 
rence of gang rapes by between two and 11 men. These cases most often 
involved fraternities and alcohol. 

Rape is not the only sex crime that occurs on college campuses. Students 
may become victims of sexual assault —unwarranted sexual contact, not 
necessarily intercourse— and sexual harassment —unwanted physical con- 
tact, verbal comments or suggestions. 


SMC has recently implemented a Sexual Harassment Policy, which, with _ 


the policy on assault in n an , form a comprehensive 
policy for dealing with rape, sexual assualt and sexual harassment. 
Some basic rules to remember about rape: ; 


1-“No” means “No.” Consent means an affirmative answer. There is no such 

khing as tacit copsent. : 

2- No girl Sea eieties to be raped and no girl ever asks to be raped. 

3- Just because a girl is drunk or is passed out does not make it okay to go 
ahead, in fact this aggravated things. According to the law a girl must be able 
to give consent, if she is too intoxicated, she can not. 

4- Respect a girl’s wishes; this includes if they change their minds. 

5- Don’t assume. Just because a girl goes to your room or invites you into 
hers, it does not mean she wants to or consents to sex, or anything for that 
matter. 

Girls- 

1- Be assertive. Let your partner know how you feel and enforce your limits. 
r=<2-Respond to aggression. If you are not comfortable with a situation, speak 
‘up. If you feel that you are in danger, leave immediately. It is better to risk em- 

barrassment, than to risk rape. 

3- If you are raped, report it and get help immediately. © 

F Te guys and girls- 

_ ~-f'alk to each other. Communicate with your partner. Assumptions and poor 
communicationscan lead to someone getting hurt.

The Civil War was the 
first modern war. Repeating 
rifles, machine guns, mines, 
submarines, and other mili- 
tary innovations introduced 
during the Civil War forever 
changed the way wars were 
fought. The war alsochanged 
the. nation forever. Slavery 
was abolished, the southern 
social order was destroyed, 
industry boomed, an income 
tax was implemented and 
scores of other changes 
rocked the nation to its very 
core. 

Civil War Commemora- 
tion Week is intended to 
provide a close examination 
of the Civil War. Though not 
comprehensive, this exami- 
nation will include these 
notable aspects: The Eman- 
cipation Proclamation; The 
Underground Railroad; The 
soldiers; Vermont’s- role 
(including the St. ee

Also, learn to eat 
three meals a day. Eat a heart- 
ier breakfast, a bigger lunch 
and a smaller dinner if you 
are watching your weight. 
Don’t skip meals. 

8. Get plenty of rest. 
You won’t get much done if 
you’re tired and groggy - 
you’re also apt to be more 
high-strung without enough 
sleep.

five feet above the ground.

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Crowley comes in Be hee: out 


Former Stanford assistant becomes 
St. Michael's 19th head coach for hoops

For the second time 
in many years, there’s a new 
men’s basketball head coach 
at St Michael’s College. 

Thomas N. Crowley, 
an assistant coach on two 
NCAA Division I tournament 
qualifiers, will be taking the 
reins of the Purple Knights. 
The position was left open by 
the unexpected resignation of 
Barry Parkhill on June 8. 

The 34-year-old 
Crowley was chosen from a 
field of more than 50 appli- 
cants. He was an assistant at 
Stanford University the last 
two seasons, and he has a 
history of being associated 
with winning programs as 
both a player and coach. The 
Audubon, New Jersey, native 
was a three-year varsity 
player at the University of 
Pennsylvania. In his senior 
year, 1978, he was the Quak- 
ers’ team captain, and led 


them to the NCAA Tourna- 
ment Eastern Regional semi- 
finals. The next year, his first 
as an assistant coach, he saw 
Penn reach the Final Four. 
Crowley has also 
served as an assistant coach 
at Xavier and Rutgers. At 
Stanford two seasons ago, he 
helped coach the Cardinals to 
a 26-7 record, an NCAA Tour- 
nament berth, anda #12 rank- 
ingin the final wire polls. Last 
season they went to the NIT. 
That impressive resume was 
a big factor in his selection. 
“Tom has all of the 
qualities we're looking for,” St. 
Michael's Athletic Director Ed 
Markey said. “I feel confident 
that he’ll be able to continue 
and rebuild our program.” 
Crowley has his work 
cut out for him. The men’s 
hoop program is in desperate 
need of stability. Former Head 
Coach Jim Casciano left in 
April, 1989 after molding the 
program into one of the most 
respected in Division II.
